ROW release pact settled

to the Vietnam ceasefire agreed in 
Saigon Friday to begin the long- 
awaited release of prisoners of war 
Monday, 
freeing 
3,000 
POWs, 
including 
approximately 
142 
Americans held captive by the Viet 
Cong and the North Vietnamese. 


The Pentagon in Washington said 
the 
release 
agreement 
was 
concluded at a meeting of the Joint 
Military 
Commission 
(JMC), 
representing the United States, 
North and South Vietnam and the 
Viet Cong. The agreement was 
reached despite continued charges 
of cease-fire violations and the 
reported stoning Friday of North 


Vietnamese members of the JMC in 
the Central Highlands. 
According to reports from the 
field, 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
members of the JMC were hit with 
rocks thrown by a Vietnamese 
crowd when they disembarked from 
a U.S. helicopter at the town of Ban 


Me Thuot. Two Americans and a 
North Vietnamese officer were 
injured and a South Vietnamese 
soldier was hospitalized. 


A 
man 
calling 
himself 
a 
spokesman for the North Vietnamese 
delegation 
called 
the 
crowd 
"hooligans" and demanded medical 
treatment for the North Vietnamese 
officer in Saigon. 


The South Vietnamese command 
alleged 176 more truce violations by 
the communists in the 24 hours 
ending at 6 a.m. Saturday, up 20 
from Friday and up 56 from 
Thursday. 
E a rlie r, 
South 
Vietnamese reported 18 battles and 
shellings throughout the countryside 
Friday 
that 
were 
considered 
significant. The command said 148 
Communists, 
11 
government 
soldiers and three civilians died. 
Another 84 government soldiers and 
10 civilians were wounded, the 
command reported. 
In Honolulu, the commander of 
the U.S. forces in the Pacific said 
U.S. warplanes, including B52s, 
continued bombing missions over 


Laos and, for the first time since 
last month's Vietnam cease-fire, he 
also announced U.S. bombing in 
Cambodia. 


In a brief release, Adm. Noel 
Gayler said the bombing missions 
over Cambodia came in response to 
a Communist attack north of Phnom 
Penh. The missions were flown by 
the U.S. Air Force at the request of 
the Cambodian government and 
were ordered to help control the 
Communist attack, the release said. 


It also said that on Feb. 5, a U.S. 
Air Force EC47 aircraft crashed in 
southern Laos from unknown causes 
and all crewmen were listed as 
missing.

‘‘We 
can 
clamp 
a 
lid 
on 
government costs once and for all," 
he said. "We can start planning tax 
reductions every year just as we 
decide how much to budget for 
schools and for parks." 
He said the first-in-the-nation tax 
limitation provision, which already 
has been assailed by Democrats in 
the legislature, was simply designed 
to permit the take-home pay of our 
people to grow faster than the taxes 
deducted from their paychecks." 
"We have reached a unique point 
in time," the Republican chief 
executive said. "We have both an 
$850 million state budget surplus and 
a once-in-alifetime opportunity to 
permanently 
and 
systematically 
reduce the amount that government 
takes from the people in taxes." 
Basically, the program would fix a 
ceiling on state taxes and reduce 
total state taxes by 20 per cent over 
the next 15 years. In effect, it would 
impose Reagan’s “ squeeze, cut and 
trim" fiscal philosophy on future 
governors and legislatures. 
A second and separate feature of 
the proposal would use the currently 
projected state surplus by granting 
a onetime 20 per cent income tax cut 
on

earnings, 
delay 
the 
scheduled June 1 sales tax increase 
until Jan. 1, and spend the balance 
for purchases of beaches and parks 
and 
making 
the 
state Capitol 
earthquakesafe. 
The 
one-time 
income 
tax 
reduction would use up $415 million, 
the sales tax postponement $368 
million, and the capitol outlay 
spending the remaining |67 million. 
Under the tax limitation and 
spending control provisions, the 
percentage of California personal 
income collected by the state in 
taxes would be cut from the current 
8.75 to 7.15 in 1989. It would continue 
dropping after that at a rate of one- 
tenth of one per cent a year.

10 per cent income tax cut beginning 
with 1974 earnings.

with Britain’s Anthony Barber and 
French finance minister Valery 
Giscard 
d’Estaing.

government spokesman said the 
meeting was held to "work out a 
common 
European 
position" 
concerning 
the 
eight-day-old 
American dollar crisis. 
When the meeting ended at 11 
p.m. (5 p.m. EST), the three 
officials posed for photographers 
but did not reveal the substance of 
their 
discussion. 
No 
further 
meetings were scheduled.

Alaska oil pipeline setback 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The U.S. 
Court of Appeals here dealt another 
setback to the multi-billion dollar 
Alaska oil pipeline project Friday, 
ruling it cannot be carried out under 
present federal law because it would 
require a wider strip of right-of-way 
than allowed. 
Congress set an exact limit on the 
width of such rights of way when it 
enacted mineral rights legislation, 
the court said, and the executive 
branch may not ignore that limit in 
considering applications for pipeline 
construction. 
The Alaska project would require 


a width of 200 feet, nearly four times 
the limit, for construction of the 
long-distance conduit proposed by a 
consortium of oil companies and 
named the Alyeska Pipeline. 
Environmentalists, in a decade- 
long fight against the project, have 
stress^ the potential damage such 
a large swath across the heart of 
Alaska might cause fragile frozen 
tundra and its wildlife. Their efforts 
have won many delays. 
The pipeline was planned to 
connect Alaska’s ice-bound northern 
slopes, rich with oil, with ice-free 
ports in the south. 


^Sharing' 
funds for 
schools?

A source in Washington has 
confirmed a report in the Record 
yesterday indicating a move is 
underway 
to salvage the federal 
Title I school aid programs with 
special 
revenue 
sharing 
funds 
administered by the state. 
Monte 
Winkler, 
aide 
to 
Congressman Charles M. Teape 
said Congressman Carl D. Perkins, 
D-Ky., was working on legislation 
that would pick up the financing 
when Title 1 funds run out on June 
30. 
Lompoc Unified School District 
has received about $164,000 of Title I 
funds this year to aid programs for 
disadvantaged 
students 
at 
El 
Camino 
and 
Fillmore 
Schools. 
Among the programs are those for 
reading and math tailored for 
students who come from bilingual 
homes 
or 
from 
culturally 
disadvantaged homes. 
Details of Perkins' legislation 
were bottled up in committee until 
Monday, Winkler said. It was the 
first and most optimistic word on 
the future of the Title I programs 
since 
the 
announcement 
in 
Washington last week that the funds 
were to be cut or left out of 
President Nixon’s budget. 
Joe Carlin, business manager for 
Lompoc Unified School District, 
came up with the first news Friday 
morning. That word plus some help 
from Winkler and other sources 
indicates that the special revenue 
sharing 
funds 
would 
be 
in 
approximately the same amounts as 
the present Title I financing and be 
earmarked for the same types of 
programs. That was the hope and 
the indication this week. 
Meanwhile Assemblyman William 
T. Bagiev’s bill, AB 148 is upcoming 
to clarify some portions of the 
property tax relief law, SB 90. that 
will have a heavy impact on local 
school finances. 


Third try for Vietnam political talks 


PARIS (UPI) — Representatives 
of the Saigon government and the 
Viet Cong tried again Saturday to 
get political negotiation started. 
The longtime enemies scheduled a 
meeting for 10:30 a.m. (4:30 a.m. 
EST) 
at 
the 
Kleber 
Avenue 
conference center. 
It was their third effort this week 
to decide where, when and who will 
arrange future elections for South 
Vietnam. 
A dispute between the two sides 
flared here Friday. Viet Cong 
Foreign Minister Mrs. Ngueyn Thi 
Binh accused South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu of 
deliberately violation the cease-fire 
agreement. 
Talking with newsmen, Mme. 
Binh 
said 
the 
Viet 
Cong’s 
Provisional 
Revolutionary 
Government PRG considered the 
United States responsible for the 


violations because, she said, it was 
the power behind South Vietnam’s 
President Nguyen Van Thieu. 
She said, however, she expected 
the Viet Cong and South Vietnam to 
hold full-scale negotiations in the 
near future on South Vietnam’s 
political future in Saigon. Mme. 
Binh would not say when she 
believed she would start meetings 
with Saigon Foreign Minister Tran 
Van Lam. 
"I must denounce before public 
opinion the violations committed by 
Thieu since the cease-fire was 
applied,’’ Mme Binh said. 
She spoke outside the Ugandan 
embassy shortly after signing with 
Ugandan 
Ambassador 
Paulo 
Muwanga a convention on the 
exchange of envoys between their 
two governments. 
A 
Saigon 
peace 
delegation 
spokesman said Friday night he 


regretted Mrs, Binh "has returned 
to the worn-out path of sterile 
propaganda." 
He said the facts of the situation 
in 
South 
Vietnam 
spoke 
for 
themselves. 
"The hundreds 
of 
foreign 
reporters and observers in South 
Vietnam have been able to see for 
themselves the clear increase of 
Communist attacks against the 
villages hamlets 
and 
highways 
immediately before and since the 
ceasefire," the spokesman said. 
Mme. Binh 
angrily 
rejected 
charges, made by Thieu Thursday, 
that Viet Cong forces were guilty of 
frequent violations of the cease-fire. 
Thieu was quoted as saying that 
because of the violations there was, 
in fact, no cease-fire at all. 
"H e 
Thieu 
is 
presently 
concentrating forces, airplanes and 
tanks, to attack positions controlled 


by our Provisional Revolutionary 
Government," she said. 


She said South Vietnamese forces 
were trying to encroach on territory 
held by the Viet Cong and firing on 
Vietnamese 
crowds 
celebrating 
peace. 


“ From all one can see it is Thieu’s 
intention not to apply the Pans 
agreement," she said. "The United 
States must be held fully responsible 
for what's going on since it is 
responsible for Thieu”

civilians died and twice that

hundreds of thousands of

thousands of Americans. 
Dogmatic opposition to 
Richard Nixon (as opposed

unquestionably be accepted 
by future epistemologists as

impediment to knowledge in 
the 20th century. If only the

Equal rights survey 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Fears of “ permissiveness” and 
a women's draft have seriously hurt prospects that an equal 
rights amendment to the Constitution will be ratified by the 
necessary 38 states, a survey of state capitols showed 
Friday. 
A total of 26 state legislatures has ratified the 
amendment, which would outlaw all forms of sex 
discrimination that are based on law or governmental 
action. The last two “ yes ” votes were cast Thursday by 
Oregon and Minnesota. 
But only 13 states must vote “ no” to kill it. In eight 
states, at least one of the two houses of the legislature have 
already done so. 
A survey by UPI state capitol reporters showed the 
prospects are poor in at least five states which have not yet 
acted, and uncertain in eight others. 
Two legislatures which earlier approved the amendment, 
Idaho and Nebraska, now have decided to reconsider their 
action. 


Trailing fire 


ALAMEDA, Calif. (U PI i — A flaming jet dropped like “ a 
shooting star or a meteor” as it dived into an apartment 
house with "a tremendous explosion,” a flier testified 
Friday as the Navy opened hearings on the crash that killed 
at least 20 persons. 
Lt. Aaron D. Longquist, 28, a Navy pilot who was looking 
out a window at his Alameda home when the A7 Corsain jet 
crashed Wednesday night, said the jet appeared to be 
trailing sparks and was on fire before hitting the ground. 
Longquist was one of five witnesses who took the stand at 
the opening of the Navy’s official invstigation into the 
crash, conducted by Rear Adm. H.S. Ainsworth of the judge 
advocate general’s office.

NEW YORK - ( NEA)—In 
the winter sunlight, broken 
bits of glass sparkle on the 
sidewalk and on the bare 
patches that pass for lawns 
on Fulton St. here in the Bed- 
ford-Stuyvesant ghetto. 
Across the street from the 
project building where St. 
John’s University All-Ameri­ 
can basketball player M e l 
Davis lives is a funeral p ar­ 
lor which is heavily patron­ 
ized. There seems to be a 
black funeral a minute 
A common belief in the 
neighborhood is that the fu­ 
neral director does a brisker 
business than anyone on the 
street, which includes t h e 
prostitutes, pimps, numbers 
runners, dope peddlers, con­ 
tract “ hit m en,” gamblers, 
the corner tavern which is 
the focal point for the garish 
nightly “ carnival,” a n d (a 
block away) the Psychedelic 
wig salon. A gallows joke 
has it that the funeral direc­ 
tor gives d i s c o u n t s for 
“ O.D.” deaths. 
“ In the sum m ertim e espe­ 
cially t h e r e must be 20 
deaths a month on the street 
fiom drug overdoses,” said 
Davis, looking out the win­ 
dow from the sixth-floor, six- 
room apartm ent where he 
lives with his mother, grand­ 
father and five y o u n g e r 
brothers and sisters. 
“ And there’s the knifings 
and shootings. You go in a 
hallway and you step over a 
dead body. Sometimes you 
go up the stairs and you step 
over a dead body. You go on 
the roof, more dead bodies. 
“ This is why I wanted to 
sign with the pros. I wanted 
to buy my family a house 
and get them out of here. I 
feel it’s my responsibility. 
My parents are separated 
and I had to like take the 
father role.”

moment of incredible

luck 
has caused 
the 
Davis family to remain in 
the ghetto. 


March 21, 1972 had begun 
as one of the most exciting 
days in the life of Mel Davis, 
then a 21-year-old, 6-6 junior 
forward for St. John’s. 
That day the April issue of 
Black Sports magazine cam e 
o u t and Davis' mustache- 
and-goateed face was on the 
cover. That night he was to 
play in a National Invitation­ 
al Tournament game against 
O r a l Roberts in Madison 
Square Garden, the dream 
place for New York b a l l 
players.

His young­ 
ish mother recalls, to Davis’ 
em barrassed “ Oh ma, you’re 
exaggerating,” that on that 
night Mel went up so high 
for a rebound that his hip 
hit the rim.

g a m e , 
D a v i s s c o r e d 12 points, 
pulled d o w n 12 rebounds.

Davis had torn up his c a r­ 
tilage.

Davis’ knee was healing 
nicely. He had been jumping 
rope and doing light sprints 
and was prepared to join the 
St. Joh n’s basketball team in 
two weeks 
in l a t p N n v p m - 
ber. But more incredible bad 
luck. 
One afternoon he h e a r d 
scream ing on F u l t o n St. 
Nothing new, e x c e p t this 
time 
the voices were 
fa­ 
miliar. He looked across at 
the funeral parlor, then to 
t h e a d j o i n i n g building, 
St. Benedict’s church. H i s 
seven-year-old twin sisters, 
Stacy and Tracy, go to school 
there. They were in trouble. 
Davis saw two junkies grab­ 
bing at the girls. Davis raced 
down the six flights of stairs, 
stumbling and falling on the 
last flight. He got up, ran 
across the street and caught 
the junkies. And he got back 
the 30 cents lunch money the 
junkies had snatched from 
the girls. 
The fall on the stairs again 
m essed up his k n e e . Dr. 
Nicholas thought it best that 
Davis not try to play at all 
t h i s season. So Davis re­ 
mained on the sidelines, still 
attending class, still receiv­ 
ing a living stipend which 
helps pay the rent and fam 
ily food bills (along with his 
m o ther’s salary as subway 
token seller). 
The pro draft comes up in 
March. Team s are not sure 
what the status of Davis' 
knee is. Davis says it is 
nearly 100 per cent healed, 
and that all he needs is a 
little work to get it to full 
strength. 
Perhaps no pro team will 
take a gamble on him until 
he proves his knee is good 
again, which would m e a n 
using his final year of eligi­ 
bility at St. John ’s.
